Not Much Glory 


This would not be a withdrawal from 
Southeast Asia, such as Sen, Wayne 
Morse has been advocating, for the 
American presence would remain, pro- 
viding a sanctuary against the persecu- 
tion of our friends and a_ basis. of. in- 
fluence while a4 new order of things in 
Asia is being negotiated. There would 
not be much glory in sych a strategic 
retreat. But it would not be a surrender, 
It would be honest and' honorable; since 
it would be feasible, it would be creditile.

Got Any Nails to Step On? 


i ex one ingredient essential to the manu- 
facture of a boy's raft on the beach is 
faith. 

The young shipwright has to have faith 
“in the buoyancy of the logs 
chooses, even if they're! 
heavilyimpregnated with 
sote and just manage to break 
the surface of the water. He 
has to have faith in the de- 
sign he follows, assuming that 
what he knocks together will 
provide him a floating plat 
form above the waves, 

Most particularly, he hasj 
to have faith in the ability of 
a wire nail an inch and one Stott 
halt long to hold large hunks of timber in 
place, This is the one mechanical demand on 
credulity which never pans out. 

It seems a matter of relative indiffer- 
ence to the juvenile marine architect that 
small nails won't hold planks and big logs 
together. This is unfortunate, not because the 
product of hours, or minutes, of work is 
destined to break up as soon as it starts 
moving to the play of the waves. The mis- 
fortune lies in the hazard the boards create 
with nailes up-ended in them waiting for some 
child’s unwary foot at the tide line.

Boys intent on raft building don't usually 
consult their elders about the job. They slip 
down to the work bench, hook a pocketful of 
nails, because they're cheap and the old 
man won't mind. But they fight shy of dip- 
ping into the collection of spikes. Father tends 
to grow angry when he needs some and finds 
they've all gone surreptitiously into raft manu- 
facture—along with the hammer that disap- 
peared from the work bench during the sum- 
mer 

I sometimes wonder, as I beachcomb, if it 
shouldn't be part of paternal culture in these 
parts for a father to show a son how. to build 
a raft. it might, among other things, provide a 
primary lesson for a kid in the use of tools, 
in the desirability of. making something that 
commands-a-certain amount of respect and in 
avoiding the too prevalent assumption among 
the young that things are made just ‘to be 
broken, 


I'd lay down a few simple rules for con- 
struction. A father might learn; and 
to the young sprout, which woods are 


trap some youngster running barefoot and un- 
suspecting in the shallows where seaweed fre- 
quently camouflages the nail-bearing wood. 

When the job's done properly, a kid has 
something to fight over as others claim owner- 
ship. And he has, also, something reasonably 
safe from which to fall into the water and 
cause that concern which is essential to a 
mother’s summer at the beach.

But it shouldn't be hard to persuade the 
authorities to leave a few of the good trunks 
for’ raft building and it shouldn't be beyond 
the patience and ability of a few parents to 
show their youngsters how to go about making 
serviceable rafts. 

The effort would be worthwhile, even if it 
served only to eliminate the nail-bearing 
boards which, next to broken bottles, are a 
continual threat of injury to toddlers too young 
to be careful.

Lest Picasso find this de- 
cision too painful, the court 
kindly “ added: “this work, 
far from defaming the great 
painter, reveals him as a man 
of astonishing interior rich- 
ness, and an extremely at- 
tractive figure.

OTTAWA—The federal government is not 
going to renege on its constitutional responsibil- 
ity for the welfare of Eskimos in the Arctic, 
in northern Quebec or im any other province, 
fn spite of whdt- Premier Lesage of Quebec 
thinks and says.

Laing’s long negotiations with Quebec Re- 
sources Minister Rene Levesque had then come 
té an impasse over the federal government's 
refusal to alter the status quo without first con- 
sulting the Eskimos. Levesque indignantly re- 
jected consultation with the natives on the 
ground that they were too ignorant to know 
what.was good for them. Laing held firmly 
to the’ position that, as he told the Commons, 
“An abrupt change is unthinkable without the 
assent of the Eskimos.”

There the matter rested until May 8, when 
Pearson and Lesage agreed ‘that the province 
should supply municipal ‘services—spetifically 
power, water ad sewage collection—to the resi- 
dents of Great Whale River, Que.
